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Probably no man of contem- 
porary times has been quoted 
so often (with the possible ex- 
ception of Frafiklin Delano 
Roosevelt) as Winston Chiirch- 
ilL Following is an excerpt 
from perhaps his most famous 
speech. Here is the setting. 
Britain a beleaguered, des- 
pairing nation, when a new 
Prime Minister, the soldier- 
.statesman - journalist WiiWon 
Churchill, took office and fired 
the nation with new courage 
and hope. Three days later, on 
May 13, 1940, the House of 
Commons met and gave an en- 
thusia.stic vote of confidence to 
the man who vtur to cheer them 
through the war and lead the 
way to victory. 

Touched, inspired, Churchill 
spoke to the members of the 
House of Commons, and 
closed with these memorable 
words: 



I have nothing to offer hut blood, toil, tears 
and sweat. 

We have before us an ordeal of the most 
grievous kind. We have before us many, many 
long moiilhs of struggle and of suffering. You 
ask what is our policy? I will say: It i.s to wage 
war, by .sea, land and air, with all our might and 
with all the strength that God can give us; to 
wage war again.st a monstrous tyranny, never sur- 
pa.sscd in tlie dark, lamentable catalogue of hu- 
man crime. That is our policy. You ask. What 
is our aim? 1 can answer in one word: Victory — 
victory at all costs, victory in .spite of all terror, 
victory, however long and hard the road may be; 
fur withoiil victory, there is no survival. Let that 
bo realized; no survival for the British Empire; 
no survival for all that the British Empire has 
stood for, no survival for the urge and impulse of 
the ages, that mankind will move forward towards 
its goal. But I take up my task with buoyancy 
and hope. I feel sure that our cause will not be 
suffered to fail among men. At this time T feet 
entitled to claim the aid of all, and I say, ‘Come 
then, let us go forward together with our united 
strength.

As ymii' Jourtitff went to press, your Presiileut bad 
the very pitmsaat duty of siguiiig a large number of 
50-year membership eertiheHtes that were to be 
awarded A|u*il 1, llimdn'ds of thi*se s<*mlls are 
Issued yearly, Thousands of stieh eertifieates have 
been iiiseribed siiive tlie Brotherhood first bt*gau to 
HO honor ils half-eentury members, bavk in 1948, 

I noted the names as I signed the scrolls — ^Alfred 
E. Gibson, Haul L»*vy, Siegfried Mansfield. Autlumy 
Romani, rorneliiis Murphy, Edmund -J, Jaekson, 
John T. Smith, doliii II, Piiradi(*s, (b*orge W, Maek- 
ill tosh, daeob Rosen, William dantzer, John II. 
Tlioleii, George Fasey — these are a few of tlie men 
who signed up IBEW members bai-k tii 1910, and 
who are eelebral iiig their golden auiii%‘ersarj^ in cmr 
BrofherluHid today. 

Men of various uutioiiaHties and creeds, ns their 
nann*s will i^how, iiiiited in a f*ommou cause— to help 
themselves ami one another. They joined a union 
wlien it still was the unpopular filing to do^when a 
man could be fin*d and blaek-Usfed for union ae- 
tivity.

Appeal for Safety 

Tin* ymir IlloP was not a gofai one in many re- 
spe(»ts— one of whieh eoneerns national safety. Last 
year then* were 1,970,000 AnuTiean workers dis- 
abled by job injuries and ai'ifiroximately 12,800 of 
these reHiilted in ilea 111 * 

This injnr.v figure was Die highest since 1952 and 
8 p(*reent higher than the IfhiH figure. 

Ill emit met eonsirinUion work, a field whicdi em- 
ploys iiumy thonsmids of <nir meiiibers, injuries iii- 
ert'ased II [>(*reenl. 

In the mannfnetming field, another area of wide- 
sjiread DiEW aetivity, joli injiirii's jumped From 
240,000 ill UlbS to 400,000, an inereast* of 17 pereent 
in Hit* vudunn- of injuries. 

For yi'urs the IBEW lia.s fouglif for safe metliods 
of work, attempteil to imprtive safety siantlards by 
legishitirni and through joint iiniori-management 
programs. Diir elTmUs, while they have extended to 
all sf'giiients of our membership, have been heavily 
e(nieenlrale<i in the utility field hei*aiise that is 
where the gnsitesT dangers He, Tln'se etforts have 
imrne fruit ami \u*ar after vi*ar tin* safety pielnre 
ill the utility field has imf moved. Fmm an iinlnstry 
that eon Id get no ijisnranee eompany to prcivide 
pittii'ies for its niemhers in liie early (inys, beeaiise 
of tin* enormous nmnluT of deaths tTmu eleetroeu- 
Don, falls and burns, utility work is nn longer eon- 
sidered inordimiTely dangerous, and insuraiiee 
agmifs set'k ihe business of Hmmnm and other Elec* 

I rival Workers as aviilly as they do that of workers 
in oDier oetuipntiiuis always regarded as ^Vsnfe.^' 

This tloes not mean we emi relax onr f*fi'orts In Ihis 
field. We are gnitified hy the many ri‘[>orl,s wdiieli 
reaeli mir ofne(* emdi year, enneeriiirig tlnisi* e«>m- 
pa nil's wfiose employes have worked 10(),(HI0 hours 
or 5U1MI00 flours nr perhaps a million hours with no 
fatal neeidimt or even a hist -time injury, Tntil sneli 
a reeord is Imilt in every (umijniny there* is much 
work to hr* done. If just one lineman Irmes his life 
tni the higfi lines, that is one preeious lif<* too many. 
It does not mak<* a great ini]>ression on national 
siatlstigs efmrts, hm the impressitni his tleath leaves 
with Ins family ami friends is deep and lasts for- 
ever. 

We must maintain and inerease tmr safety efforts 
in the utility fiehh but tliese most reeenf figures on 
itijnries ndeasefl by tin- United States Depart meiit 
of Labor, indieates the additional need t<* stej> up 
onr safety efforts in the eonstruelion and iiuiiin- 
filet 11 ring fields, anti in ofh(*r areas where IBEW 
mem hers are employetl and wlu're injury rates are 
rising, Tliis we will attemi>t lo do, mid wt* t‘aniestly 
rerpiesl the I'oojieraDon of iiU our members in Dus 
neeessary worlt.

These are the major eonclusions 
of a new study hy the Ignited 
.States Depai'tmcnt of Laljor, 
''l^ranpower — - rhallenge of the 
lOfiOs. As a nation we are acT 
vancing in scientific and technical 
know-how at a tremendous rate. 
The study indicates that om^ man- 
power ]>otential, coupled witli this 
advance, is great enougli to in- 
crease (he production of gootls and 
services in tins ctmntry liy ahoiP 
oO percent between ThhO and IftTD.

Picture Industry tVnsion Plan, 

iMillowing are the basic coveragiis 
piwided for in the Retiree-s Health 
and Welfare Fun<l: Hospitalization, 

sm'gery, anesthesia, iloctors' calls in 
the hrmpilal, iloclors’ office and at 
home appointment. X-ray and labora- 
tory. 

The fund is maintained entirely by 
paymiuits from management. In 
creating this fund, the Motion Pic- 
ture Industry became one of the first 
indtisiries to provide basic health niul 
welfare for retirees- 

Tn addition to the Retirees Health 
and Welfare l^und, we have improved 
the iMmefits in our Health and Wel- 
fare Fund for the working i-mployes. 
Our Pension Plan is now paying 
J^i73*0n a month to mir retired memlx^rs 
whicli is in afidition to the Health 
and WelfaiT Benefits-

Unemployment Hits Denver 
During Boom Period 

L. V. «H, DKNVKH, COLO— Wc Iipi'c 

in Denver, Colorado are experienc- 
ing something of an enigma. Hardly 
a day goes by that the newspapers do 
not proclaim the boom conditions of 
the dO's and of the advances of the 
“Progressive Eisenhower Adminis- 
tratiom" 

Denver is favorably located geo- 
graphically and climate-wise for an 
increa.sed growth* And grow is just 
exactly what has been happening to 
Denver in the past 12 years. In spite 
of what otherwise would possibly l>e 
good times foi* our members, we find 
that we are suffering from an unem 
ployment situation* This is <iue ti» 
several ieasi>iis, Denver, like somi- 
other cities, has recei%^e<l a boost in 
its economy from government spentL 
ing* There has hardly been a time 
since the oulset of World War II that 
some large Go%^ernment installation 
wasn't uiuler ctmst ruction the year 
rouixL *-\t the present, for the first 
time in years, we find that this situa- 
tion dt>e*s not exist. Our people, whu 
have liecome accustomed to working 
on such jobs, are now unemployed and 
finding it hard to move back into the 
residential and commercial work of 
the metrofiolitan area.

Install Municipal Fire 
Alarms in Minneapolis 

L. r, zn, MJNNEAPOUS, MINS,— 
Our local has been a pail of develop- 
ing a most interesting and important 
I>ha«e of electrical work here in our 
city— that of the instalialimi and 
maintenance of private fire alai'm sys- 
tems in connection with the numiciiJiil 
fire alarm system here in .Minneapo- 
lis. We feel that the maintenance 
pmvisions are one of the most im- 
portant ]»arta of this fii-e protection 
becaufie without proper maintenance 
at KjJecifii^d lijties, the inst alia lions 
might liecome a liability instead of an 
asset. The maintenance jnovision of 
the city ordinance entails a monthly 
inspection by a Local 2H2 licensed 
Eleetiician to be reported by letter 
each month to the Fire Department 
jn addition to the actual lest alarm 
coming into Fire Alarm Headquar- 
ters. 

In lHo2, the Minneapolis Fire De- 
partment and the Electrical Depart^ 
ment of the Building Inspt^ction 
Depuilment in conjunction with the 
city engimH?r and city attorney pre- 
paied an onirnance ni'gulating the in- 
ataltation of all [irivatc fire uliinn 
systems connected to the .Municipal 
Fire Alarm Systiun, whereby any 
jierson or corporation desiring such 
jirotection could obtain it by adher- 
ing to the orrl [nance regulating the 
insla lint ion ami operation of such fire 
alarm systems, 

111 preparing the ordinance, all in^ 
te resiled imrties of I hr proposed ordi- 
nance — including central station fire 
alarm people. Local 2U2, IBEW, and 
electrical contractors, were consulted 
ami the resulting ordinance was ac- 
cepti^l ancl passed by the (^uuncil 
in 

Pj-evious Ui i0o3 there was no leg- 
islation on the local or slate level 
regulating the installation and mainte- 
nance of fire alai'm systems in the 
City of Minneapolis other than the 
enforcement of the City of Minne- 
uiHilis Electrical Ordinance hy the 
Building Inspection Department of 
this city. In saUl ordinance, fire alarm 
inspection was by reference to the 
National Electric Coile. Inasmuch as 
most fire alarm wiring was low volt- 
age iind was considered in the same 
entegmy as communication, and sig- 
nal ling in tunny cases, no pernUts or 
regulutioris were necessary otheu' than 
the standards of the insurance under- 
writers and other actuanal agencie.s

Last Minute Signing 
Averts Winnipeg Strike 

i,. 1 . 435. VVrNMI'EG, MAX.— At the 

time of my last report, several months 
ago. we were negotiating a new agree- 
ment. We exhaustcil all proper chan- 
nels without making a satisfactory 
contract, however, a settlement was 
reached just as we were preparing to 
strike. Our wages are no\^'^ $2.80 with 
another dime in May and a nickel in 
November. Other benefits were neg- 
ligibk*. In fact, one of our better 
shops is now paying less on .some 
bemdits. This was brought about by 
having benefits written into the agree- 
ment which were not standardized 
before. 

Five hundred men at the Selkirk 
steam generating plant vv^alked off the 
project in December due to a non- 
union company which bad come on to 
the site to lay a p re -cast floor. Four 
ihiys working time were lost. The 
men then agreed to retum temporarily 
while the business agents attempted to 
have the work being done by the non- 
union men, sublet to n union firm. This 
was dmif^ 

The International Nickel Develop- 
ment at Thompson, Manitoba is now 
without electricions due to the failure 
of the company (Foundation Com- 
pany) and the IBKW to reach an 
agreement on a sh oiler straight-time 
work week. Until the time of the 
strike, January 4th, the agreement 
called for a 54-hour week. We are 
healing the usual conflicting reports 
which go along with these di.^?putes. 
The most humorous to me is that the 
unemployment office here has received 
a letter asking for men, stating that 
they must be IBE\V men or join the 
union before they start work. The 
Foundation Company of Canada had 
expected to require 20Q electricians. 
Thi.s local has very few men unem-

Veterans Recalls Early 
Experiences in L.U. 551 

L. r. not. S.WTA itOSA. CAI.IF. — 

We are back on the line again to tell 
of an imjiortant event for both the 
Local Union and one of its members. 
We in the Brotherhood are quite 
pi'oud of our Instory ami pai tieularly 
of those who have helped make it. 

Many of those early days were so 
i nterestingly recalled by Brother Wm. 
Fj. (Bill) Cook on the occasion of his 
presentation with a OfS-year ]>in and 
scroll from the 1 nlernalimsal Office. 
During the meeting and afterwards 
during jef reshments Hill told of the 
tuuly days and his pari the rein. 

Bmlher Bill Cook was boiTi in 
Santa Rosa on .Aju il 15, 18H1, where 
his father was a tanner. TIis mother 
whose name was Caj rilla came from 
an early Spaiiish-Califoniia family. 
Bill is a cousin of Leo ChirrUlo the 
famous movie anfl TV stai'. 

He was initiated into old Local Un- 
ion 594 of Santa Rosa, and the pred- 
ecessor of our present L.U. 551, on 
August \K HHlif And, thereby hangs 
a long tale of a <ictermint*(l young 
man who wan It'd to he an Electrician 
and who wanted to be a union Elec- 
trician al>ove all, when the bylaws of 
the local said that one bad to have 
worked for at least b months at the 
trade, and in an<dher place said that 
one could not work at the trade unless 
he w’ere a memlnfr. Hill had obtained 
and studied these By-Law.s .so he well 
knew what they contained. Bill 
eventually ami dramatically got hts 
point across, he was initiated into the 
local, and the local union changed its 
bylaws all about the same time. 

Brother Cook worked as a lineman 
and as a \vi reman. He, like nearly 
all of the old time linemen, Iwomed 
over the country, anrl got to know 
many of the great in the early history 
of our hrotherhoofl. He had his card 
in many locals In the ensuing years 
hicluding Bn rt I and, S|iokane, 609, 
Oakland 285, San Francisco 151, J^ind 
other.s. He repiesented the old Dis- 
trict Council at the 1928 convention 


in Montreal. He was active IhtMe on 
the floor, advocatirig that the Broth- 
erhood establish a pension insteail of 
a home for the aged. Bill is now 
drawing that pension. 

He visited all locals from the Ore- 
gon lino to San Francisco in helping 
put across our Death Benefit plan. 
He also told of the fight to establish 
many of our other conditions, ail in 
the same humorous vein that so well 
cm phasize.s the magnitude of the job 
these old timei*s have done. One of 
the storie.s concerned the time he 
needed money with which to eat and 
went to work for the <dd United Rail- 
way in San Francisco (as did nearly 
all of the old linemen hereabouts). 
The catch was that the United vvoiild 
not knowingly hire a union mimber. 
Bill asked for a job after pinning his 
union button on the inside of his hat. 
He was hired and immediately sent 
nji a pole. .About two limns later a 
gust of wind blew his hat off, land- 
ing upside down in front of the fore- 
man. On seeing the union button in- 
side of the hat, the foreman im medi- 
ately fired Bill without even bothering 
to call him down from the pole. 

He tokl of divi<ling paychecks by 
those line men working with those 
who were not, of work with the old 
[KJWer com [Janies, and of the Navy job 
at Skaggs Island near here whicdi Bill 
ran at the start of the War. He told 
of .s<M’ving the local in many ca)iac- 
ities iiiclmling acting Business Agent, 
all of these without pay. 

In 1948 Bill went to work for the 
Pco]>le of Sonoma County as Chief 
Crlmina] Deputy Sheri iL (Over half 
of the main personnel of the sheriff's 
office carried cards in some craft or 
other). Bill has done a good job in 
this position for the |ieo[jIe of the 
county. IMany a workingmai^ can be 
thankful that ther«^ was an under- 
standing peace officer on the job, 
Laleiy, under modern Civil Service 
tej'minology the job has been reclas.si- 
fied (same woi k) and now carrie.s the 
titie of LTEUTEN.ANT, Criminal 
Division. 

The Local is proud to honor Broth- 
el' Bill because he exemidifies all 
the work and devotion that went into 
the building of oiii- organization. I 
am proud to tell of him fa^cause of 
the IBEW association and because he 
is my friend, and a fishing panlner. 
To the many who knew BUI they will 
be glad to hear that he is hale and 
hearty and sends greetings,

Members Hear Attorney 
Score Landrum-Griffin 

U r. 5tir.. OAKLAND, CALIF.— At 

our last meeting in January at the 
invitation of the memlwu^ghip, 31 r. 
Stanley Neyhart, attorney, repre- 
senting the firm of Lazarus, Brnn- 
dage, Key hart and LeProhn, on re- 


tainei' basis by Local 595, appeared to 
address and enlighten the membet's 
regarding the one-sided Labor Man- 
agement Reporting and Disclosure 
Act of 1959, otherwise known as the 
Landrum-Gnfiin Bill. Each member 
Was supplie<i with a copy of the bill, 
to better follow Mr. Ney hart’s re- 
marks. 

In the lush years following World 
War II, Local 595, along with many 
other organizations, suffered decreas- 
ing allendance at meetings. This I 
beiieve in jiart is due to the busy lives 
led today by our members and others 
everywhere, and paitly — I am soi'ry 
to state — ^by a]>athy and complacence, 
-Accordingly, such vital issues as the 
passage of the above described act has 
gone practically unnoticed by many; 
and one day the income of the family 
bread-wliiiier shrinks, and then—it’s 
too late! 

According to .Mr. Neyhart and 
other highly-respected attorneys who 
interpret labor law, this has already 
happened, and for the first time a 
certain amount of organized labor 
membei-s realize it. Prior to becoming 
law and the President having signed 
this discriminatory bill against a cer- 
tain percentage of Labor, who had no 
chance to vote on this legislation, our 
officers at ev^ery meeting w'amed of 
the evil effects which would follow 
passage. Apathy followed as usual; 
union meeting attendance failed to in- 
crease; little interest was shown; too 
few became informed- Union officei^ 
every^where wonderefl if they were 
failing in the education of their mem- 
bers. In my opinion, 1 do not think 
so. They did their l>est: evei-ything 
possible was done: warnings ivenl un- 
heeded; and democratic legislators 
friendly in the past to labor causes, 
voted foj’ the passage of the Act. 
The public was ignored. In his three- 
hour a]ipearance, (the clock was 
stopped lit eleven) Mr. Neyhart 
quoted tire law seriatim and answered 
all questions propounded to him in an 
umlorstandable legal manner. 

One obsetwation Mr. Neyhart noted 
vras the voluminous amount of clen- 
cal wmk now necessary as lequired 
by the .Act. Reports to the new 
agency maintaining vigilance in its 
future enforeement would keep union 
office jK‘rsonnel jumping. He con- 
tinued, stating that nur Local has an 
office in which to process this large 
added amount of clerical work, but 
what of smaller unions represented by 
his finn where all office re work on 
outside jobs? These unionists cer- 
tainly will not be expected to spend 
theii- free time compiling reports in 
Government offices. And so it follows 
that union members will not consider 
nomination in future clections-

folks never fully realize—the Church 
is more syinWic of the Christmas 
message than is the Christmas tree! 

With this in mind. Rill Umke 
statiecl out last Thanksgiving time to 
“build a church” for Christmas. 
lx>eke’s idea w*as to erect just a simple 
.structure, nnd around it build a 
Christmas display on his lawn for 
the holiday season. But the project 
grew, and tmik most of his free time 
between Thanksgiving and Christmas, 
When he ha<l finished, the energetic 
union member had constructed a scale 
mode*! five feet long and 30 Inches 
wdde — complete with pew^s, a pulpit 
wdth a tiny Bible, choir loft and 
benches and 12 glass windows, A bell 
chimes from the steeple, and from 
hidden amplifiers in the tiny Church 
comes Christmas music. 

Mr. Locke built the church with 
a revolving star on top of the steeple. 
He plans to replace the star wdth a 
cross for the Easter season. At the 
time the accompanying photo was 
takefi, however, vandals hud broken 
the star from the top of the steeple. 

Once again this mid-western local 
comes across with its annual heart- 
felt campaign! During the 1969 
Christmas st^ason Local 1048 members 
clothcil 542 m?edy children, and spent 
over f 13,000,00 on the project! 

Local 1048 has less than 50110 mem- 
bers, but each year for the past de- 


cade or so they have been contribut- 
ing and serving the community in 
this manner. Starting out with just 
four yniingsters a number nf yea in 
ago, each year the number clothed 
has increased. 

Local 1048 participates in the 
“Clothe-a Child'" Campaign Bponsored 
by the htdiufiapotiii Tmes daily news- 
paper. The n allies of childj*en to be* 
clothed are supplied by the Tinieft, 
w’hose trained staff of social w^orkers 
checks each applicant to certify the 
need. On specified days the newspaper 
staff furniBhes the local union with 
the number of childi*en desired, and 
local union members then take the 
youngsters and shop for them. 

Backbone of the local's fund-raising 
plan is a weekly **Clothe-a- Child 
card,” issued in 6, 10 and 25 cent 
denominations. Union stewards make 
regular w*eekly col lections from the 
membership, nnd punch out the cards 
as the money is contributed. This 
year almost nine thousand dollars w-as 
laised ill this way, In addition^ tw»u 
thousand dollars w*as raised through 
the sale of Christmas candy, and an 
additional $1390 plus was contributed 
by w*ay of a new feature in the 
Locars annual campaign — their 
'’Christmas greeting” program. 

The “Chnatmas greeting” program 
was suggested by T, G. Skinner, man- 
ager of plant personnel of Indian* 
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apolis RCA^ and has been in use the 
past two years, Throuifh it RCA em- 
ployes are encoura^jetl to send “greet- 
to theii- friends in the various 
departments — but to do it with ONE 
CARlh pasted on atti active posters 
displayed in the cafeterias. The dif- 
ference saved between INDIVIDUAL 
cards (and postage )is contributed 
to the “Clothe-a-Chihr^ campaign. 
This season the city-wide Cloth^a- 
Child campaign clothed ITdiJ! children 
— over one-third of this number, 542, 
were taken care of by Local 1048,

Let the Governor seize the 
property, force them to go back to 
work, then not settle their differences 
until we can get a ruling from the 
Supreme Court, We held out a yeai‘, 
then settled thinking that the courts 
would give us a favorable ruling. Our 
attorneys had filetl their briefs with 
the courts Ijefore we settled so we 
had e%'ei-y reason to think that a de- 
cision woidfi be* given. A Fefleral 
Court here thought diiTerently. They 
ruled that since our differences had 
been settled the suit was moot and did 
not re<iuire a decision. 

January 2f>, the United States Su- 
preme Court refused to rule on a 
si mi la suit presented by men work- 
ing on the Laclede Gas Company 
pi-operty— all members of the Oil, 
Chemical and Atomic Workers Union. 
The vote in the Supreme Court was 
not unanimous, however, and there 
is some hope that if we have further 
differences we should hold out until 
we can get a decision. 

Another thing that would help 
would be for every member of our 
union to get infoimation as to how 
the ditferent members of our legisla- 
ture voted on things pertaining to 
labor. This information is available. 
Them get out to the Polls on Election 
J>ay and use the power you have to 
express your opinions- -Also sit down 
and write to your legislatoi s and tell 
them what you think and also ask 
them to get a tiue and unbiased pic- 
ture of %vhat would be best for the 
country as a whole then vote,

E d and Hay Hayes of Corpus Christi, Texas sit on opposite sides of 
the negotiation tiihle and through their opposition manage to produce 
smoother labor-managemenl relations in Corpus Christi, 

The.se Brothers Hayes are in a %"cry interesting position. Ed is business 
manager of Local 278* Ray is sccrctaiy-treasui'er of the local division of 
National Electrical Contractors Association* 

Roth agree that it is easier for them to sit down and discuss difficulties 
than it is for others holding similar jobs. 

“We understand each others problema,*^ Ed says* 

“Wage negotiations are our sore spot,-’ Ray admits. 

l^st year from the end of June until Novimiber, the Brothers Hayes 
were in Washington, D* C* attending Council on Industrial Relations meet- 
ings. The settlement covering their area handed down by the Council, 
included give and lake an both sides* 

Ray quite naturally, thought the wage raise too high, and Ed, of course, 
thought his local union members should have rec€*ived more, 

But both of them were ami are proud of the Council ami its work, agree- 
ing that eventually all iabor-nmtmgement negotiations will have to have a 
similar council as a last resort in order to prevent talk breakdowns. 

This dispute before the Council, incidentally, brought the Hayes brothers 
into dose contact for the longest period in years. 

While they both turned to the tdectrical career at an early age, during 
all their years as electricians in Coi'pus Christi they ha^e never worke<l on 
the same projecL 

To begin with, they came separately to Corpus Christi from their home 
state of Minnesota. Ed came in 1936, and Hay a few months later. Ray 
w’ent on to become chief electrical inspector for the city in 1941 and later 
City fire marshal, while Ed w‘orked as an electrician and supervisor, becom- 
ing business manager of his local in 195L 

During the war years, Ed was stationed on Johnson^ Island In the Bacific, 
while Hay *served in the Aleutians* This was despite the fact that they had 
enlisted in the Sea bees on the same day in 1942. 

Today, Ed, besiiles guiding his local as husiness manager, .serves as third 
vice president of the State Electrical Workens and as eighth vice president 
of the Building Tnides Council, 

Ray is not only chairman of the NEC A state chapter managers* group, 
but is treasurer of the Texas affiliated chapters of NCEA ami secretary of 
National Electrical Benefit Fund in this area* 

Both are married and both have one child each* Ray has an eight-year- 
old son and Ed, a 1 (Lyear-old ilaughter* 

ITessure of their jobs keeps the brothers from having time for social life, 
and the two do not often get together outsi<ie of work. And there of cmjrs(3, 
their jobs keep them **on oppositi* sides of the electrical fence/' where 
“they're paid to argue."
